95,000 DEFICIT IN OP B R A Tm FVNDS WITHIN NiX T 
18 MONTHS, MAY SiSKADDITIONAL LEVY A T FALL ELECTIOn\ 


To meet a school fund deficit of 
approximately $95,000 which it baa 
been estimated will exist at the end 
of 1927 unless additional revenue is 
provided, the East Liverpool district 
board of education may ask electors 
to approve an additional levy of at 
least two mills at the November elec­ 
tion. 
According to figures given at a spe­ 
cial meeting last evening hy Emmett 
J. Gaston, clerk-treasurer, a deficit of 
about $19,000 in the general fund will 
prevail at the end of the present y ear. 
This, 
together 
with 
about 
$5,000 
shortage in the bond and interest 
fund, will boost the total deficiency 
tor 1926 to $24,000. 


This y ear’s deficit was reduced by 
reason of the $34.000 deficiency bonds, 
which the school board recently sold 
under provisions of the Baxter relief 
hill passed at a special session of the 
legislature last y ear. Had the board 
failed to take advantage of this meas­ 
ure, the shortage at the end of this 
y ear would have been n<R less than 
$58 .000. 
Estimated Expenaaa. 
Gaston’s estimate of expenses of 
the schools in 1927 places the needs in 
the general fund at about $294,000, 
while revenue, acocnrdiiig to the pres­ 
ent rate ot taimtfcHi, will total about 
$227,000, leaving a difference of $67,- 
000. Another shortage of about $5,000 


will exist in the fund for the pay ment 
of interest and the liquidation of bonds 
which will become due during the y ear, 
making a total deficit of $72,000 for 
tho y ear, which does not include the 
$24.000 shortage which looms In 192« . 
There Is a posslbiUty that local 
schools may be forced to close daring 
December as the board of education Is 
without authority to borrow money 
which cannot be paid daring the pres­ 
ent y ear. 
The $24,000 shortage for 
1926 is the amount needed to meet pay ­ 
rolls and other expenses daring the 
last month of the y ear. Funds col- 
leeted from the December taxes wUl 
not be gvailabie until January 1,

SCHOOL BOARS, FACING $95,000 DEFICIT IN OPERATING 
FUNDS WITHIN NEXT 18 M 


To meet a school fund deficit of 
approximately $95,000 which it has 
been estimated will exist at the end 
of 1927 unless additional revenue is 
provided, the East Liverpool district 
board of education may ask electors 
to approve an additional levy of at 
least two mills at the November elec­ 
tion. 
According to figures given at a spe­ 
cial meeting last evening by Emmett 
J. Gaston, clerk-treasurer, a deficit of 
about $19,000 in the general fund will 
prevail at the end of the present year. 
This, 
together 
with 
about 
$5,000 
shortage in the bond 
and 
interest 
fund, will boost tbe total deficiency 
for 1926 to $24,000. 


This year’s deficit was reduced by 
reason of tbe $34,000 deficiency bonds, 
which the school board recently sold 
under provisions of the Baxter relief 
bill passed at a special session of the 
legislature last year. Had the board 
failed to take advantage of this meas­ 
ure, the shortage at the end of this 
year would have been not less than 
$58,000. 
Estimated Expense*. 
Gaston’s estimate of expenses of 
the schools in 1927 places the needs in 
the general fund at about $294,000, 
while revenue, according to the pres­ 
ent rate of taxation, will total about 
$227,000, leaving a difference of $67,- 
OOO. Another shortage of about $5,000 


will exist in the fund for the payment 
of interest and the liquidation of bonds 
which will become due during the year, 
making a total deficit of $72,000 for 
tho year, which does not include the 
$24,000 shortage which looms in 1926. 
There is a possibility that local 
schools may be forced to close during 
December as the board of education Is 
without authority to borrow money 
whtch cannot be paid during the pres­ 
ent year. 
The $24,000 shortage for 
1926 is the amount needed to meet pay­ 
rolls and other expenses during the 
last month of tbe year. 
Funds col­ 
lected from the December taxes will 
not be available until January L

A nother House of Congress 
A new branch of congress is discov ered by Glenn Frank , presi­ 
dent of the Univ ersity of Wisconsin. 
He had always thought of congress as consisting merely of 
the “upper” and “lower” houses, the senate and house of represen­ 
tativ es. But going around Washington with a well informed news­ 
paper man, he ran a cro ss dozens of headquarters representing 
great, organized groups of Americans. There were the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, the American Federation of 
Labor, the Federal Farm bureau and nearly half a hundred others, 
speak ing for business, labor, agriculture, education, transportation, 
taxation, religion and a wide range of other interests. All this 
elaborate system of representation, seek ing to express its will in 
gov ernment, has grown up wij^hin a generation. 
' It was a rev elation to the v isitor. And it suggested to him 
that this actually made a “third house of congress,” and in time 
might be officially recognized as such—a house composed of repre­ 
sentativ es elected because of their wide k nowledge of these special 
fields of interest, instead of being mere pclitical representativ es 
of geographical areas. 
Another student of American affairs has gone further than 
this. He suggests that ev entually we may hav e, as a substitute for 
political gov ernment, an economic gov ernment, with the v arious 
industries and professions treated as we now treat states and dis­ 
tricts, and giv en representation accordingly. It seems absurd at 
first thought; yet there is a plain tendency in that direction.

Cedar tree cutters, under charge of 
Arthur A. Gold, assistant state ento­ 
mologist, cat oyer seven million trees 
in Jefferson 
and 
Berkley counties, 
this state, during six months ending 
July I, according to a report made 
by Mr. Gold.

3,526.867. Jefferson has 6,000 to 6,500 
acres of commercial orchards to pro­ 
tect, while Berkley has approximately 
18,000 acres of orchards.

Leader of Gang Oper­ 
ates M o t o r 
Agency. 


CHICAGO — Automobile thieving, 
perpetrated by a band of crooks or­ 
ganized on the scale of a large corpor­ 
ation and operating on a practical 
business 
basis, yielding its “chier 
executive” thousands of dollars yearly, 
has just been uncovered by Lieut. 
James Ford, of the Chicago detective 
bureau. 
Operations 
of 
the 
"corporal iou” 
were brought to light with the arrest 
of Steve O’Hagan, Arthur Bull, and 
Hilton Crouch, all alleged automobile 
thieves, who were apprehended by 


! Lieut. Ford and a detail after a gun 
battle, and charged with a $1,600 pay- 
robbery. 
In a garage adjoining the trio's 
haven, police found a stolen car, 
scores of license plates from nearby 
states and other equipment indicating 
the place was a rendezvous for auto­ 
mobile thieves. 
The garage was described by Lieut. 
Ford as one of many way stations 
serving as receiving vaults for the 
gang’s loot. 
It is believed to have 
been rented by the gang’s leader, 
whose arrest Ford is trying to accom­ 
plish in his effect to clean out the 
"corporation.” 
Investigation has disclosed, Ford 
said, that the leader of the gang op­ 
erates an automobile agency on the 
south side, specializing, ostensibly, in 
the sale of Ford and Chevrolet cars. 
Operatives of the gang make their 
steal and then notify their chief by 
telephone where the car can be picked 
up by another employe, whose part 
in the scheme is limited to driving 
the stolen car to the south side agency 
or one of Hie receiving stations. 
Each operative receives $100 for 
each car he steals and a fixed amount 
is paid the "go-getters,” who deliver 
the "hot-copy” to one of the "corpora­ 
tion’s” many garages. 
In these gar­ 
ages, the machines serial number, 
the engine number and all other 
marks of registration aro changed to 
correspond with those of a new car 
purchased for the south Bide agency 
from the Ford and Chevrolet plants. 
Then with the car properly over­ 
hauled and repaired, it is shipped to 
nearby Illinois, Iowa, Indiana or Wis­ 
consin points with a forged bill of sale 


duplicated from one obtained in De­ 
troit. 
The gang, according to Lieut. 
Ford, has connections in all of these 
states and there the cars are sold by 
an allied agency. 
"We believe this fellow, who dic­ 
tates the movements of the gang must 
have one hundred men working for 
him,” Lieut. Ford said. 
"He was ar­ 
rested about a year ago, but appar­ 
ently has been immune from punish­ 
ment. 
While his movements are not 
very well known to the police, we do. 
know that ho spends upwards to $50,- 
000 annually for lawyers and for J 
squaring accounts with people who! 
have purchased stolen cars from him. 
He must clear more than $ 100,000 
every year.” 
The three men arrested by Lieut. 
Ford are all known to have been un­ 
der one man’s employ and are regard­ 
ed as desperate criminals. 
O’Hagen, 
Ford said, had the payroll envelope 


on him when arrested, and la on par* 
ole from New York. Crouch is want* 
ed for murder and a $50,000 robbery 
in Indianapolis, and Bull has been 
known for years as a thief.

The projects for w hich abandon­ 
m ent is recom m ended date from as 
far back as 1826, w hen im provem ent 
of Black River, N ew York, w as first 
approved by Congress, to 1919 when 
im provem ent 
of 
Tilghm an 
Island 
Harbor, 
Maryland, 
w as 
adopted. 
Thirty-six projects date since 190U and 
the others earlier. The system by 
which river and harbor im provem ents 
are brought about involves two ac­ 
tions by Congress, first an approval 
of a project, and then an appropria­ 
tion of funds to carry on work on the 
project. 
U sually such projects have 
a sm all initial appropriation and then 
added sum s from tim e to tim e as re­ 
quired, since Congress only appropri­ 
ates m oney from year to year. 
Many of those which would now be 
abandoned have had nothing spent on 
them for years, but so long as they are 
listed as approved, there is alw ays a 
possibility, or perhaps it m ight be said 
a danger, that an appropriation might 
be put through for them . 
Of course 
the army engineers m ake no mention 
of such a thing, as it is none of their 
business if a Congressm an can slip 
over a little som ething for his home 
d istrict 
They m erely do w hat Con­ 
gress orders. 
Such being the case the 
engineers’ report does not go into de­

SCHOOL BOARS, FACING $95,000 DEFICIT IN OPERATING 
FUNDS WITHIN NEXT 18 M LEVY AT FALL 


To meet a school fund deficit of 
approximately $95,000 which 
it baa 
been estimated will exist at the end 
of 1927 unless additional revenue is 
provided, the East Liverpool district 
board of education may ask electors 
to approve an additional levy of at 
least two mills at the November elec­ 
tion. 
According to figures given at a spe­ 
cial meeting last evening by Emmett 
J. Gaston, clerk-treasurer, a deficit of 
about $19,000 in the general fund will 
prevail at the end of the present year. 
This, 
together 
with 
about 
$5,000 
shortage in the bond 
and 
interest 
fund, will boost the total deficiency 
for 1926 to $24,000. 


This year’s deficit was reduced by 
j reason of the $34,000 deficiency bonds, 
| which the school board recently sold 
under provisions of the Baxter relief 
bill passed at a special session of the 
legislature last year. Had the board 
failed to take advantage of this meas­ 
ure, the shortage at the end of this 
year would have been not less than 
$58,000. 
Estimated Expenses. 
Gaston’s estimate of expenses of 
the schools in 1927 places the needs in 
the general fund at about $294,000, 
while revenue, according to the pres­ 
ent rate of taxation, will total about 
$227,000, leaving a difference of $67,- 
000. Another shortage of about $5,000 


will exist In the fund for the payment 
of Interest and the liquidation of bonds 
which will become due during the year, 
making a total deficit of $72,000 for 
the year, which does not include the 
$24,000 shortage which looms In 1926. 
There Is a possibility that local 
schools may be forced to close during 
December as the board of education Is 
without authority to borrow money 
which cannot be paid during the pres­ 
ent year.

FACING $91000 DEFICIT IN OPERATING FUNDS 
WITHIN NEX 


To meet a school fund deficit of 
approximately $95,000 which it bas 
been estimated will exist at the end 
of 1927 unless additional revenue is 
provided, the East Liverpool district 
board of education may ask electors 
to approve an additional levy of at 
least two mills at the November elec­ 
tion. 
According to figures given at a spe­ 
cial meeting last evening by Emmett 
J. Gaston, clerk-treasurer, a deficit of 
about $19,000 In the general fund will 
prevail at the end of the present year. 
This, 
together 
with 
about 
$5,000 
shortage in the bond 
and 
Interest 
fund, will boost the total deficiency 
for 1926 to $24,000. 


This year’s deficit was reduced by 
reason of the $34,000 deficiency bonds, 
which the school board recently sold 
under provisions of the Baxter relief 
bill passed at a special session of the 
legislature last year. Had the board 
failed to take advantage of this meas­ 
ure, the shortage at the end of this 
year would have been not less than 
$58,000. 
Estimated Expenses. 
Gaston’s estimate of expenses of 
the schools in 1927 places the needs in 
the general fund at about $294,000, 
while revenue, according to the pres­ 
ent rate of taxation, will total about 
$227,000, leaving a difference of $67,- 
OOO. Another shortage of about $5,000 


will exist In the fund for the payment 
of interest and the liquidation of bonds 
which will become due during the year, 
making a total deficit of $72,000 for 
tho year, which does not Include the 
$24,000 shortage which looms In 1926. 
There Is a possibility that local 
schools may be forced to close during 
December as the board of education la 
without authority to borrow money 
which cannot be paid during the pres­ 
ent year. 
The $24,000 shortage for 
1926 is the amount needed to meet pay­ 
rolls and other expense* during the 
last month of the year. 
Funds col­ 
lected from the December taxes will 
not be available until January I. 


School board members pointed out 
that the tax duplicate of the school 
district, which 
include* the munici­ 
pality, all of Liverpool township and 
a section of St. Clair township, has 
shrunk 
from 
$36,000,000 In 1924 to 
$34,000,000 at present. 
This shrink­ 
age Is responsible for th* deficit In 
operating 
expenses, board members 
claimed. 
An additional twomlll school levy 
will in all prqbabiUty, be sought at 
the * fall election, 
Two mills added 
will bring in about $68,000 per year, 
board members pointed out. This will 
provide relief In 1927, but will be of 
no assistance this year.

Another House of Congress 
A new branch of congress is discovered by Glenn Frank, presi­ 
dent of the University of Wisconsin. 
He had always thought of congress as consisting merely ct 
the "upper” and "lower" houses, the senate and house of represen­ 
tatives. But going around Washington with a well informed news­ 
paper man, he ran across dozens of headquarters representing 
great, organized groups of Americans. There were the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, the American Federation of 
Labor, the Federal Farm bureau and nearly half a hundred others, 
speaking for business, labor, agriculture, education, transportation, 
taxation, religion and a wide range of other interests. 
All this 
elaborate system of representation, seeking to express its will in 
government, has grown up within a generation. 
It was a revelation to the visitor. And it suggested to him 
I hat this actually made a "third house of congress," and in time 
might be officially recognized as such—a house composed of rcpre 
sentatives elected because of their wide knowledge of these special 
fields of interest, instead of being mere political representatives 
of geographical areas. 
Another student of American affairs has gone further than 
this. He suggests that eventually we may have, as a substitute for 
political government, an economic government, with the various 
industries and professions treated as we now treat states and dis­ 
tricts, and given representation accordingly. It seems absurd at 
first thought; yet there is a plain tendency in that direction.

I ani prompted to tender my 
resignation for the following reasons:

Since 1924 I havo given citi­

"Your commission. I am advised, is 
not lawfully constituted and the mem­ 
bers are prejudiced and will not carry 
out the spirit or intent of the civil 
service statutes. 
This I am justified 
in assuming and claiming in view of 
the personal 
recommendation 
that 
was made to the commission by the 
state civil service commission, which 
recommendation has been ignored by 
the mayor, the solicitor and your com­ 
mission, making it impossible for me 
to have a fair and impartial hearing 
before your board as now constituted. 
"In addition to the foregoing my 
oath as an officer would not permit 
me, in event I was reinstated, to car­ 
ry out the present working plans aud 
conditions as outlined by the present 
mayor, W. L. Pogo. 
"Yours very truly, 
"HARRY F. HURD.”

Duddlng asked Ritchie to commute 
the death sentence to life Imprison­ 
ment. 
Edgar Allan Poe, counsel for the 
“Candy Kid” bandit, had a conference 
in Annapolis today witli Ritchie to ap 
peal for clemency for Whittemore. 
Ritchie said lie was sorry he could 
not agree with Duddlng on the Whitte­ 
more case. 
Opinions differ as to the desirability 
of capital punishment, said Ritchie. 
"At the same time, the law of Mary­ 
land is for It. 
Whittemore had a fair 
•ferial with uble counsel, and his con­ 
viction was affirmed by tho court of 
appeals.” 
In view of tho letter, It was believed 
that Ritchie would refuse Poe’s re­ 
quest for clemency. 
Dudding said that Whittemore “per­ 
haps would be better off dead. 
“If 
he remained in prison, they would tor­ 
ment him, because he had killed one 
of the prison guards,” declared Dud­ 
ding.

I am prompted to tender my 
resignation for the following reasons:

Since 1924 I have given citi­

In assuming and claiming in view or 
the personal 
recommendation 
that 
was made to the commission by the 
state civil service commission, which 
recommendation has been ignored by 
the mayor, the solicitor and your com­ 
mission, making it impossible for me 
to have a fair and impartial hearing 
before your board as now constituted. 
“In addition to the foregoing my 
oath as an officer would not permit 
me, in event I was reinstated, to car­ 
ry out the present working plans aud 
conditions as outlined by the present 
mayor, W. L. Fogo.

ORGANIZED FOR 
AUTO STEALING 


Business Said to be Con­ 
ducted on Practical 
Basis.

CHICAGO — Automobile thieving, 
perpetrated by a band of crooks or­ 
ganized on the scale of a large corpor­ 
ation and operating on a practical 
business 
basis, yielding its "chief 
executive" thousandth of dollars yearly, 
has just been uncovc red by Lieut. 
James Ford, of the Chicago detective 
bureau. 
Operations 
of 
the 
"corporation" 
were brought to light with the arrest 
of Steve O’Hagan, Atthur Bull, arri 
Hilton Crouch, all alleged automobile 
thieves, who were apprehended by

Investigation has disclosed. Ford 
said, that the leader of the gung op­ 
erates an automobile agency on the 
south side, specializing, ostensibly, in 
the sale of Ford and Chevrolet cars. 
Operatives of the gung make their 
steal and then notify their chief by 
telephone where the car can ta picked 
up by another employe, whose part 
in the scheme is limited to driving 
the stolen car to the south side agency 
or one of the receiving stations. 
Kadi operative receives $100 for 
each car he steals and a fixed amount 
Is paid the "go-getters," who deliver 
the "hot-copy" to one of the "corpora­ 
tion’s" many garages. 
In these gar­ 


a g e s , the machines serial number, 
the engine 
number and all other 
marks of registration are changed to 
correspond with those of a new car 
purchased for the south side agency 
from the Ford and Chevrolet plants. 
Thi n with the car properly over­ 
hauled and repaired, it Is shipped to 
nearby Illinois, Iowa, indiana or Wis­ 
consin points with n forged bill of Halo' 


duplicated from one obtained in De­ 
troit. 
The gang, according to Lieut. 
Ford, has connections in all of thesa 
states and there the cars are sold by 
an allied agency. 
"We believe this fellow, who dic­ 
tates the movements of the gang must 
have one hundred men working for 
him," Lieut. Ford said. 
"He was ar­ 
rested about a year ago, but appar­ 
ently bas been immune from punish­ 
ment. 
While his movements are not 
very well known to the police, we do 
know that he spends upwards to $50,* 
OOO annually for lawyers and for 
squaring accounts with people who 
have purchased stolen cars from him. 
Ile must clear more than $100,000 
every year." 
Tho three men arrested by Lieut. 
Ford are all known to have been un­ 
der one man's employ and are regard­ 
ed as desperate criminals. 
O’Hagen, 
Ford said, had the payroll envelope 


on bim when arrested, and Is on par­ 
ole from New York. 
Crouch is want­ 
ed for murder and a $50,000 robbery 
in Indianapolis, and Bull has been 
known for years as a thief.

Many Obsolete Projects. 
The projects for which abandon­ 
m ent is recom mended date from as 
far back as 1820, w hen improvement 
of Black River, New York, was first 
approved by Congress, to 1919 when 
improvement 
of 
Tilghm an 
Island 
Harbor, 
M aryland, 
was 
adopted. 
Thirty-six projects date since 190U and 
the others earlier. The system by 
which river and harbor im provements 
are brought about involves two ac­ 
tions by Congress, first an approval 
of a project, and then an appropria­ 
tion of funds to carry on work on the 
project. 
Usually such projects have 
a small initial appropriation and then 
added sums from tim e to time as re­ 
quired, since Congress ODly appropri­ 
ates money from year to year. 
Many of those which would now be 
abandoned have had nothing spent on 
them for years, but so long as they are 
listed as approved, there is always a 
possibility, or perhaps it m ight be said 
a danger, that an appropriation might 
be put through for them . 
Of course 
the army engineers make no mention 
cf such a thing, as it is none of their 
business if a Congressm an can slip 
over a little som ething for his home 
d istric t 
They m erely do w hat Con­ 
gress orders. Such being the case the 
engineers’ report does not go into de­ 
tails about the obsolete projects now 
on the books, but a search of the
